REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The dump preblem of the town of Wentworth is basically the same as 
it was at this time last year. We have permission to burn the present dump 
until July 1, 1982. There is a bill before the present legislature to allow towns 
of under 1,000 population to use their present facility for one more year. This 
extension is only a temporary solution. The cost goes up each year and 
eventually a change will have to be made, however, none of the suggested 
solutions seem to fill our needs any better than what is presently being done. 

Another problem that has arisen is the decision of what to do with 
solid waste. The law states that each town has to have an approved and 
designated place to dispose of solid waste. Many towns including ours have 
not done this in the past. The state has now stepped in and assigned each town 
to a solid waste district. Wentworth is included with the towns of Rumney, 
Warren and Dorchester. A meeting concerning this problem was held in 
Wentworth on Oct. 15, 1981. Those present were representatives from the 
towns of Wentworth, Warren and Dorchester and Mr. Richard Flanders and 
Mr. Carl Woodbury from the Bureau of Solid Waste Management for New 
Hampshire. There is a possibility that an approved facility could be made in 
the area of the Rumney land fill operation, if and when this becomes a 
reality. It should be understood that there was no input at this meeting 
from the town of Rumney. 

The Town Master Plan is nearly completed and ready for printing so 
it seems fair to assume that it will become a reality this year. 

There is presently a vacancy on the Planning Board due to the 
resignation of Mrs. Doris Hillier. Persons interested in serving in this capacity 
are asked to contact the selectmen. 

Our Highway Department is having a rough time of it this winter. The 
town truck is seven years old and we are asking that the townspeople 
consider purchasing a new one this year. The cost for purchasing a new truck 
will range between fifteen thousand (15,000) and twenty thousand (20,000) 
dollars. The cost will depend upon the type of motor (diesel or gasoline) 
and other such options. The town has four thousand (4,000) dollars in 
Capital Reserve and approximately six thousand (6,000) dollars in Federal 
Revenue Sharing Funds. We are asking the townspeople to vote the use of 
these funds for the purchase of a truck. The balance could be obtained 
through a two year loan.

WEBSTER MEMORIAL LIBRARY 
Trustees’ Report 


The Trustees have had eight regular Trustee meetings during 1981. 
Meetings were held during each month except during July, August, October 
and December. There were many problems confronting us and few of these 
were resolved. Needless to say the major ones are financial and heating costs 
for the library may well be considered as the most major one. Funds appro- 
priated at the March 1980 Town Meeting to improve the heating system have 
not yet been expended but may be if reasonable assurances can be obtained 
that such expenditures will in fact have an economic pay back. Fuel oil 
expenses during 1981 totaled in excess of one-third of our total expenditures 
and caused us to seriously consider closing the library during winter months. 
However, with all considerations given, the closing of the library during the 
winter months is not, in our opinion, justified. The library is in good sound 
physical condition, it is an asset to the town, and if closed down during the 
winter months will rapidly deteriorate. It brings to mind the many advantages 
that could accrue to the benefit of the townspeople if all of the town offices 
were located in the library building, thus combining the multiple heating 
requirements for town government into one building with the costs shared by 
the various departments rather than duplicating heating costs! 

The Trustees had hoped to make permanent repairs to the main 
entrance steps during 1981 but had to postpone them. It is hoped that 
these repairs may be made during 1982. 

The town of Wentworth is extremely fortunate to have such an 
attractive and conveniently located library. One of our prime objectives is to 
reasonably maintain this lovely building. During the past year the frontal 
appearance of this building was enhanced by the painting of the lamp posts by 
Mr. Hillier. We are grateful to Mr. Hillier for his contribution. We are also 
extremely grateful to the anonymous donor of the recently installed book drop 
located adjacent to the main entrance of the library. This is a great convenience 
for users of the library and was badly needed for a long time. 

The Trustees were requested to, and pleased to, accept an anonymous 
donation expressly for the purpose of giving two $50 U.S. Bonds to two 
graduates of the Wentworth Elementary School in June, specifically to be 
labeled as (1) the Hoyt Academic Award, and (2) the Page Citizenship Award, 
given in the name of the Webster Memorial Awards. It is our understanding 
that these awards are to be made annually and needless to say therefore we 
were disappointed that when awarded, as they were, the presentations were 
somewhat lacking in identification. Hopefully this will be corrected in the 
future awards. Our appreciation is extended to the anonymous donor. 
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We would also like to publicly express our appreciation to all of the 
people who so generously made donations of books, magazines, etc., to the 
library during the past year, and to those people who attended our “‘open 
house”’ on April 11, and to our librarian and assistants and volunteers. It 
is also our wish to encourage the townspeople, and the school, to both 
provide us with input, whether it be suggestions or constructive criticism, 
in order that we may govern the library to the best advantage of those 
whom it is intended to serve.

Librarian’s Report 


Increased use of the library shows up in all phases of circulation and 
statistical records show that over fifteen percent of the town population is 
being served. This figure continues to rise and it is hoped in some way to 
provide more service to all school age children. 


The State Library is in the process of changing from bookmobile to 
van delivery. There was only one stop here this year when 1264 books were 
left. Thirty-seven books were ordered on Interlibrary Loan. 


The library is establishing a catalogued archives section to make readily 
available the old books which must be removed to make room for the new 
ones instead of discarding them. The 1981 acquisitions break down as 137 
books purchased from the appropriation; 19 books purchased from fines 
collection; 442 gift books; 20 records and 3 cassettes. Magazine interest is 
being boosted by the variety being donated by borrowers. We encourage 
others to do so. The Record Citizen, Journal-Opinion and Wall Street 
Journal are available. 


The slides, filmstrips, recordings and cassettes of the Audio Visual 
Center are well used both in the library and for home use.

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REPORT OF MOUNT MOOSELAUKEE HEALTH CENTER 


The Mt. Mooselaukee Health Center has successfully completed its second 
year as a Rural Health Clinic and is in its fourth year as a National Health 
Service Corps site. This certification makes it possible for people to use 
their Blue Cross/Blue Shield, Medicare, Medicaid and other insurances. 


In 1981, there were 2,569 encounters. 1,400 were non-chargeable and 1,169 
were chargeable. A chargeable encounter is a visit when a fee is charged. Of 
the chargeable encounters, 575 were from Warren, 283 from Wentworth, 
191 from Rumney and 120 from other areas. 


Our family nurse clinician, Billie Gage, A.R.N.P. had 967 chargeable and 1 400 
non-chargeable encounters. Non-chargeable encounters include blood 

pressure and immunization clinics, exercise classes and our new W.L.C. 
(Women, Infants, Children) program. 


W.I.C. is a supplemental food program for women, infants and children and 
provides nutritious foods to people with special needs for growth. This 
program is currently serving 47 families (ca. 75 people) from this area. 


Dr. John Bentwood is Medical Director. He comes two Friday afternoons 
each month to see patients referred by Billie Gage. 


The Auxiliary has worked hard this year to help support the Center. They 
have raised funds for special equipment from the very successful Penny 
Social and other fund raising events. The Auxiliary officers are President: 
Tessabelle Bushaw, Vice-President: Marcella Hoffman, Secretary: Olive 
Howes, Treasurer: Sandra Duncan. 


The Center has also received donations of time, money and equipment 
from other supporters. Baby scales were provided by the Robert Pike 
Memorial Fund and the Auxiliary. An infant measuring board was made 
and donated by Eugene Whitcher and a rug for the children’s room was 
given by Harris Furniture. Fund raising for general expenses included the 
Christmas Dinner raffle which raised $285.50, Billie Gage’s and Gary 
Jesseman’s concert last summer earned $91.50, Billie Gage’s exercise class 
added $200.00. Donations of time and effort have been vital to the contin- 
uation of your center. Your Board members spend many hours every 
month doing the administrative work of the Center including all the 
financial work, ordering supplies, community relations work, and filling 
out the many forms that are required. Special thanks go to June Fraize 
who has assisted at the WIC clinics. 
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As we all are feeling the impact of inflation and cutbacks, so too is your 
Health Center. The intent four years ago was for the Center to be self- 
sufficient in 2 to 4 years. This has not happened. We are too sparcely 
populated to support the salary of a health care provider. Our encounters 
for health promotion and maintenance have increased but the chargeable 
encounters have decreased in the past year. This reduction in volume of 
patients leads to less money coming in to cover payroll for the doctor 

and staff, and building upkeep. We call your attention to one of the budget 
items. The receipts from Center users were anticipated to be $16,500.00 but 
were only $14,125.00. Because of this shortfall we were unable to buy 
equipment, make repairs, or finish the siding on the building. Our medical 


supplies are all but depleted. 


We hope all members of the Community will carefully consider the need 
for your health center. Board members will be glad to answer your 
questions. The officers are: President: Faith Mattison, Vice-President: 
Everett Goodwin, Corresponding Secretary: Vera Whitcher, Recording 
Secretary: Susan McLane, Treasurer: Linda Lester.

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WARREN-WENTWORTH F.A.S.T. SQUAD - RESCUE | 


The F.A.S.T. Squad has had a very busy year. The operating cost for 
1981 ran over $8,000. We received Town appropriations of $1,950.00 from 
Warren and $1,100.00 from Wentworth. We also received donations for 
memorials and with our fundraising projects of Raffles, Beanos, Suppers, etc. 
and the tremendous support of the people, we were able to meet all of our 
expenses. 

We started transporting with our ambulance in March, 1981, due to 
the Town appropriations which enabled us to meet the ambulance require- 
ments for this service. It has been a great asset in getting our patients to 
medical aid since we no longer have to wait for ambulance response from 
Plymouth or Woodsville. 

We have 12 On-call members who are licensed as ambulance 
attendents, 4 of which are EMT’s and 8 Advanced First Aiders. Several are 
presently taking the EMT Course in Plymouth. We are fortunate to have an 
EMT instructor, 3 CPR instructors, and 2 AFA/SFA instructors. 

We have radio contact with police and hospitals. We responded to 60 
calls from January | - December 31, 1981 as follows: 

39 to Warren and Glencliff 
18 to Wentworth 
3 to Rumney 
Of these, 51 required ambulance transport to a hospital: 
23 - Plymouth 20 - Woodsville 3 - Hanover 2 - Laconia 
2 - White River Junction 1 - Mt. Mooselaukee Health Center

REPORT FROM THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


What Is A School Administrative Unit? 


New Hampshire School Law states that the State Board of Education has 
“the same powers of management, supervision, and direction over all public 
schools in this state as the directors of a business corporation have over its 
business, except as otherwise limited by law.”’ The state of New Hampshire 
has 168 school districts which the State Board of Education has divided 
into approximately 47 School Administrative Units, each administered by 
a superintendent of schools. 

Schools, like other public agencies and business corporations, must have 
a management system. The New Hampshire school management system is 
the School Administrative Unit. School board members who are elected by 
the voters of their individual school districts comprise the policy making 
School Administrative Unit board. The superintendent serves as the executive 
head of the public schools, and is responsible for planning and administering 
their affairs subject to statutory requirements, the regulations of the State 
Board of Education, and the policies of the local districts. In performance 
of these duties, the superintendent is responsible to the State Board of 
Education through its Commissioner, and the board or boards of the School 
Administrative Unit. 

School Administrative Unit budgets, following a public hearing, are 
annually voted by the School Administrative Unit School board. The budget 
provides for the salaries of the superintendent and other School Administrative 
Unit personnel along with other necessary central office expenditures. 
School Administrative Unit school boards decide the number of persons to 
be employed, their duties, and their salaries. Local districts share the services 
provided by the School Administrative Unit and share the costs of operating 
a central office. The local school district’s share of the School Administra- 
tive Unit budget is determined by two factors: half on the basis of pupil 
membership and half on the basis of equalized valuation. Approximately 
285 million tax dollars will be expended in 1981-1982 to educate New 
Hampshire’s 180 thousand public school students. About 2 percent of the 
above expenditures is spent to provide management services to the 168 
school districts. 

School Administrative Unit #48 includes the communities of Campton, 
Holderness, Plymouth, Rumney, Thornton, Waterville Valley, and 
Wentworth. It is one of the largest in the State of New Hampshire from the 
standpoint of school boards (9) and square miles (200). It was formed so 
that local school districts could join together to provide themselves with 
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necessary administrative services they could not independently furnish 
efficiently or economically. Services provided include, but are not limited 


to: 


budget preparation and control; building and maintenance 
programs; state and federal, record keeping and reporting; 
recruitment and employment of all staff; public relations, 
annual reports; supervision and evaluation of all staff; 
curriculum development and coordination of school 
programs; staff development and re-training; energy 
conservation activities; coordination and development of 
federal programs; school health services; school food 
service programs; special education programs; salary 
preparation and fringe benefit documentation; teacher 
negotiations and professional assistance to school boards 
in many areas. 


The Superintendent of Schools and his staff function so that the above 
mentioned services are provided with a single goal in mind -- to provide the 
best possible education to the children in our communities in a cost-effective 
design. The attainment of this objective is enhanced by your continued 
support and cooperation.

EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT'S AND 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY FOR 1980-1981 


Chapter 189, Section 58 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State 
of New Hampshire, requires that the school district annual report show the 
total amount paid to the Superintendent of Schools as per the following 
quotation: “‘Reports. Each superintendent of a School Administrative Unit 
shall annually prepare a report of the total salary paid to the superintendent, 
showing in detail the amount paid by the state and each local school district 
and their share of same... Said report shall be included in the annual report 
of the respective school district as a separate entry. A like report and entry 
shall be made for each assistant superintendent, teacher consultant, and 
business administrator, if any is in service in the unit.” 


One-half of the School Administrative Unit expenses is prorated 
among the several school districts of the unit on the basis of adjusted 
valuations. One-half is prorated on the basis of average daily membership 
in the school for the previous school year ending June 30th. The salary of 
$29,838 which was received by the Superintendent of Schools of School 
Administrative Unit #48 during 1980-1981 was made up as follows: $2,500 
paid by the State of New Hampshire and $27,338 was prorated among the 
school districts comprising the School Administrative Unit. Allowance for 
$1,500 travel within the Unit was also prorated as stated above. 


The salary of the Assistant Superintendent during 1980-1981 was 
made up as follows: $2,274 paid by the State of New Hampshire and $24,309 
was prorated as stated above. 


The table below shows the portion of salary and travel charged to each 
school district.
